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STATE OPERATIONS 

A comparison - March 19I+I to February 19Ul and March 19i+0 
Benefit Payments up 11.% 

The $311,103.00 paid out during March exceeded the low-payment month of 
February, during which $278,986.50 was paid out, by 11. 5$. Much of this increase 
was caused by lay-offs of service workers in the Miami area which has nearly 
reached the end of its busiest season. Benefit payments in the Miami area jumped 
from $58,38i+.UO in February to $78,lU7.00 in March— an increase of $19,762.60. 
The increase for the State as a whole was $32,216.50. March payments lacked 18.572 
of equaling those of March 19i+0. 

Claim Load Rises 10.6$ 

Initial, compensable, and waiting period claims filed in the local offices 
of the Florida State Employment Service during March totaled 1+2,606 to exceed by 
10.6$ the 38,516 such claims filed during February. The largest individual rise 
was in the number of initial claims which rose from lj.,850 to 5*559— an increase 
of 14.6^. There were 27.5$ more claims filed during March 1940 than during last 
month . 

Agent State Claims Down ll+.2$ 

The number of persons making use of the Florida local offices to file 
claims for unemployment compensation on the basis of wages earned in other States 
fell from 20,938 in February to 17,966 in March. Very nearly identical were the 
initial claim loads for the two months; 1,555 in the former and 1,55U in the 
latter month. Approximately 28$ more claims of this type were filed during March 
than during the same month of last year. 

Liable State Claims Up 8.0$ 

Claims filed in other States on the basis of earnings in Florida totaled 
3,776 during March to exceed by 8$ the 3,1+96 such claims filed during February. 
Most of this increase was probably oaused by workers from recently completed 
defense projects in Florida who have moved to other States to seek work and filed 
claims on the basis of wages earned while employed in Florida. There were 26. 5$ 
more liable state claims filed during March 19^0 than during March of this year. 

Initial Determinations Increase 19«5$ 

Practically identical were the increases in the number of initial deter- 
minations finding the claimant to be eligible and those finding the claimant 
ineligible — the number found eligible increased 19.5$ over February and the number 
found ineligible increased 19.ii$ causing the total number of determinations to 
increase 19.5$. Increases in the number of initial determinations result directly 
from increases in the number of claims for unemployment compensation with a slight 
lag to allow time for processing the olaims and issuing the determinations. The 
total for Maroh of this year lacked 19$ of equaling that of the same month of 191+0, 
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Field Visits Down 15.1$ 

The number of visits to prospective employers by members of the local 
office personnel of the Florida State Employment Service deoreased 15-i$ from 
the February total of such visits— 1»017 field visits were made during February 
and 860 during March. The March Y)hX total lacked 5.6$ of equaling that of the 
same month of last year. 

New Applications Up 27. 5# 

Mainly due to the Defense Registration Program whioh was opened on March 
15 was the increase in new applications whioh jumped from 15*695 i» February to 
20,013 i* 1 March. Many of these applications were probably made by persons who 
were already employed but wished to make known possible skills and abilities which 
they possessed so that future defense plans might make use of the available supply 
in the most efficient manner. The March total of these applications exceeded that 
of the same month of I9I4.O by 1J7.6^. 

Renewals Increase 3l+.5^

Also largely attributable to the Defense Registration Program was the 
sharp rise in the number of persons who called at an office of the Employment 
Service during March and caused their previously inactive applications to be 
returned to the aotive file. The increase over March of last year was 65.5$» 

Active File Passes 90»000 

The active file of the Employment Service reaohed a new high with 90»786 
registrations. This total constituted an increase of 15.0$ over the 78,961+ 
applications classified as aotive at the close of February. As in new applica- 
tions and renewals much of the increase resulted from the registration program 
whioh was carried out in cooperation with the National Defense Program. Increases 
in both new applications and renewals are reflected by the aotive file whioh is 
made up almost entirely of them. The active file at the end of March 19U0 was 
85.3% lower than at the end of March 19Ul. 

Placements Down 22. 1# 

With the completion or near completion of several defense projects in the 
State and the approaching close of the busiest parts of the tourist and citrus 
seasons oame a sharp decline in the number of placements. There were 6,885 per- 
sons placed by the Employment Servioe during February and 5»36U--22.1$ fewer— 
during Maroh. The March 19Ul total exceeded that of the same month of last year 
by 91.6^. 

Veteran Placements Down 

Placements of veterans in employment dropped from 169 in February to 113 
in March. The March total exceeded that of March 19^0 by 73 .8$ 

Agricultural Placements Drop 53»6?S 

The number of agricultural workers placed during Maroh totaled less than 
one-half of the number similarly placed in February.

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LABOR REGISTRATION PROGRAM 

On March 15 of this year there was begun a nation-wide Labor Registration 
Program which was designed to show just what occupational skills existed and in 
what quantities these skills were available to American industry. 

Two groups of workers were urged to register and make known their abilities 
and availability: (l) All workers who were unemployed and seeking employment; 
(2) Employed workers who were skilled in defense occupations in which labor short- 
ages have developed or may develop but who were not then utilizing those skills in 
their employment. 

The entire program was voluntary and its success depends entirely on the 
cooperation of the workers. 

Multiple conditions and circumstances made this program of registration 
necessary: (1) The increasing difficulty of securing workers for certain essential 
defense occupations; (2) The fact that the bulk of defense production is still in 
the planning and plant construction or expansion stage — the next few months will 
find defense contracts in the actual production stage and will oreate a more 
intense demand for skilled, semi-skilled and production workers; (3) Present 
indications point to the prospect of agricultural labor supply problems in certain 
areas during the peak agricultural seasons of this year; (h) Some 600,000 or more 
men of the labor force will be inducted under the Seleotive Service Aot before 
July; (5) In some instances defense contracts have been allocated to communities 
which are normally non-industrial and in which the supply of local workers of all 
types has been or will soon be exhausted; (6) Difficulty in recruiting vocational 
trainees, who would normally provide a future supply of skilled workers, is al- 
ready being experienced in some areas. 

These developments in the labor market will increase the responsibilities 
of the Employment Service to assure the effective utilization of our labor resources 
in the defense effort. In order that these responsibilities may be met effectively, 
it is essential that, to the maximum possible degree, the National labor supply be 
represented in the active files of Employment Service offices and that information 
regarding the looation and characteristics of this supply be available at local, 
State and National levels. 

It has been estimated that during the year 19i+l nearly four million addi- 
tional persons, young, old, middle-aged, will be absorbed from the ranks of the 
unemployed either to participate directly in defense endeavors or in industries 
whose business volume will grow as more and more purchasing power is released in 
wages and salaries. After the registration program, the survey will determine the 
human resources available to carry out the National schedule of production and to 
catalog them by occupation and location. After the survey, we will be able to 
determine the training needs so that training can be given both M on the job" and 
in the vocational schools. Under this program old skills grown rusty with non-use 
can be refreshed, new skills can be created and both old and new will be keyed to 
job openings in industry. With the registration program and the survey completed, 
American industry will know the labor supply available and make its plans for 
future production accordingly.

1. The dark rectangle forming the base for the rest of the chart represents the 
collections which went into the fund during 1937 and 1938. there were no benefit payments 
during this period. , 

2. the shaded area (just above the fund balance) represents the cumulative excess of 
collections over benefit payments. 

3. the light portion (at the top') represents the amount paid out in benefits. at first 
glance it might seem that the balance in the fund amounts to about 22 million dollars; 
closer scrutiny will reveal that this js actually the total amount collected. from these 
collections must be deducted benefit payments, in order to arrive at the net balance 

in the fund. 
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Placement Activity 

During the month of March 5,$6h registrants were placed in job openings 
throughout the State. This is a decrease of 22 per oent from the February figure 
of 6,885. The continued drop in placements of the past few months is attributed 
to seasonal declines in certain industries and to the near completion of several 
defense projeots. 

The 1,777 temporary placements made during March exceeded the number made 
during any month since the Employment Service has been in operation. Tampa, 
Jacksonville and Miami, Florida's three largest cities, aooounted for 6J+2, 2i;0 
and 218 temporary placements, respectively. Jacksonville, West Palm Beach and 
Miami led in the number of regular placements made during the month, accounting 
for 1,812 of the 3*587 such placements made throughout the State during the month. 

Complete clearance placements fell from 583 in February to J+87 during 
March. This decline was largely due to the greatly lessened demand for workers 
at Camp Blanding and other defense projects. 

Jacksonville made 1,113 of the State total of l,22l+ supplementary place- 
ments. This unusual distribution was due to the faot that a number of otherwise 
complete placements of workers to Camp Blanding were classified as supplementary 
because of insufficient statistical information. 

Agricultural placements dropped from 707 in February to 253 in March to 
register the largest relative decrease of any type of placement for the period. 
This drop was caused almost entirely by the approaching close of the citrus season 
which has made unnecessary any appreciable amount of employment in that industry. 

Placements in the service and unskilled occupations accounted for 67.6 per 
cent of all placements made during the month. Approximately 52 per cent of the 
applicants placed in the service industry were women. Most of the placements of 
workers in unskilled occupations were made in the construction industry. 

New Applications and Active File 

The number of new applications for employment during March exceeded the 
February total by 27 per oent to reaoh 20,013, the highest number filed during 
any month except November 19^0. The increase in these applications is the direct 
result of the special registration program which the Employment Service started 
on March 15 . 

For the first time since the Florida State Employment Service was set into 
operation, the active file exceeded 90,000— topping the previous high of 80,000 
by 12.5 per oent. The three larger of f ices— Tampa, Miami and Jacksonville accounted 
for i*5 per cent of the entire active file, containing 15*358, 13.21+3* and 12,257, 
respectively. 

Nearly 11,000 (10,959) applicants visited some office of the Employment 
Service during the month thus causing their applications to be returned to the 
active files from which they had been transferred because the- applicants had not 
visited the office during the specified time, because they were known to be employ- 
ed and did not seek other work or were otherwise not available to the labor 
market .

Veteran activity for the month of March inoreased in every phase 
with the single exception of the number of veterans placed in job openings. 
The general increase is attributed mainly to the statewide registration 
program which was begun during March. 

New applications inoreased approximately 27 per cent over February 
with the increase distributed among all of the offices. Gainesville, Miami, 
St. Petersburg, and Tampa each took more than 100 new applications during 
Maroh. An increase of k5 per cent in the number of inactive applications 
renewed is to be noted. Miami and Tampa lead in these regular renewals with 
185 and 108 respectively. 

Beoause of the seasonal layoffs, it was to be expected that place- 
ments would drop from the mid-season peak; the decrease in veteran placements 
was from 169 in February to lll+ in March. It is possible that new defense 
projects will arise in the near future to create more jobs for job-seeking 
veterans . 

The active file increased 33 per oent, to i4-,90U registered veterans. 
This is the largest veteran active file on record in the history of the 
Florida State Employment Service.
